THE ISLAND OF NEGROS. 


Historical and Industrial 
Sketch, 


PRUSPECTS, 


( Brn Gur Special Correspondent ith the 
; U. 8, Army.) 
Baconop, March 9. 

Tho island of Negros is one of the richest 
and moa beautiful ol the Philippine group. 
fis equable temperature makes it one of the 
‘mast desirable fur European residents, and 
under hauost acuainistration.ita preductive- 
nena could be tapidly inoreased, From the 
sa tho predpect ashore ia port enchanting. 
Tha surf hyeske an a nawewhita strand. 
Rich tropical veyctation fringes the share. 
Behind tha Lowng dotted stong the fore 
ground, tho land raoa'in a gentle slopa as 
fie na the vye evi xeach ¢ and the ploture is 
cloned in by tho Volcanio coxdillera that 
forma tha backbone uf this charming island, 
ect like an emerald gom in the sun-warmed 
«vp, Ponce and contentment rest upon the 
Tsland of Negros, where tha gentle, poace- 
ably-Jispesed natives, with the assistance 
of a colonel of the United States Volunteer 
Army, are quietly and ealmly evolving B 
workable constitution for the future ad- 
ministration of ita affairs. 

Like. most of the Phillppmo Islands, 
Negros is a product of prehistoric voleanio 
activity. Its highest peak is the vuleano of 
Caulodan, which reaches an altitude of 8300 
feet, but looks much higher because of the 
abruptness with which it stands out from its 
surroundings. At nightthered glow fromthe 
crater ir visihln distinctly from Tloilo, and at 
times the fame and smeke and red-hot lava 
belohes forth from ita eapacious crater. 
The lowlands sro €ormed ‘of rich alluvial, 
naturally fertile and easily cultivated. Its 
products are sugar, hemp, tobacco, maize, 
coffee, and rice. 
product. 


Sugar is the principal 
The growth of this staple is 


ralmost entirely in the hands of rich nntive 


planters, but several foreigners have ex- 
tensive estates and uthera will doubiless be 
attracted to the islands after its affaira aro 
placed ona satisfactory working basis. Tn 
1850, the island exported 600 tons of-augar ; 
in 1897, the statisties had reached 200,000 
tons, and a Scotaman familiar- with the 
Philippines. confidently asserta that with 
rapid means of communication the yield 
could be increased fourfold. Rica is not 
gruwn in suflicient quantities to supply the 
riceds of the native’ population, and maize 
is grown only on the east coast to any great 
extent.” Cocoanuts are plentiful, but the 
output of copra, strangely enongh, does 
not bulk, largely in the official statistics. 
Plantains, mangoes and pinc-apples are 


.| the principal fruits. 


The population is estimated nt 600,000, 
but travellers stato’ thit the island is 
sparsely populated in proportion to its 
superficial area. Small towns are numerous 
aleng the seaboard. Unfortunately, the 
long shelving shore snd the absence of big 
tivers prevent the easy shipment of cargo. 
Occasionally, small steamers coast round 


‘the island, filling up with sugar in oxchange 


for rice, but spesking generally it may bo 
sid thatthe produce is shipped by light: 
draught lorchas to Toilo snd there trans- 
shipped inte ocean-going carciers, : Silay is 
the most important town for the export of 
augur, and Dumaguete for hemp ; but the 
principal town in the island and tho seat of- 
tho Gavernment is the clean little town of 
Bacolod, where the U.3. treops landed on:

Tt ia no exaggoration to axy that the 
Tsland was ruled by the priesthood. The 
civil offleinls at Bacolod, where the Govern- 
ment work was focussed, did not pumbor 
more than a score, All the detaily of the 
work were carriod’ on hy the native em- 
ploydés, whioh Ied to grave irresularities, 
and as the Spanierda were badly pald they 
overlooked the peculation’ of their ander. 
lings, while they themselves avgment- 
ed their salarios. from iNegatimate sone- 
ees. In the districts, the priesta per- 
formel many of the governmental 
functions, They shared in the plunder- 
ing, and in other ways abused their power. 
In ono district, a well-known pricat re- 
galarly misappropriated the quince-diea or 
road tax, and judying from the condition 
of the ronds I have sean in Negron I would 
say his example has heen followed by hia. 
brethren and the civil officlats. The fast 
that the ponca was kent by-a haadfal cf 
Spanish goldiera and a few handrala of 
tative puriliarica fa sufficient indication of 
the poacesble nature uf the native popula. 
tion. Tha Guarda Cie haa been re 
employed by the American authorities for 
the maintenanos of law and. order through- 
out tho island. Their arms have been re- 
turned to the armoury, and Springfield 
tifles ‘served out to them. Under the 
American yve7ime tho scalo of pay of the 
200 officers and men in the Bacolod dis- 
triot will be :—Captnin, $95; Ist . Lieu- 
tenant, $75; 2nd -Lieutenant, $60; Ist 
Sergeant, §20; Duty Sergeants, $18; 
Corporal, $12; Soldier, ist Class, $9; 2nd: 
Class, $8. All figures are quoted, in Mexi- 
can dollars. Special rations will be served 
out, and barrack accommadation provided. 
The rate of -pay is slightly under the rate 
allowed by the Spanish authorities, but as 
they were sometimes not paid or kad heavy 
deductions made from their wages, the 
native ausxiliarics aro likely to bo morc 
content with thoit. new mastera. Under 
‘tha new Government, justice will be ad- 
ministered in tho ‘provinces by nativ: 
judges, acting with the same powers as the 
local justices of the peace in the United 
States ; but they will he subject to super- 
vistun from the American authorities, by 
whom all cases of serious crime will bu 
dealt with. ' , 

The basis of the new tuxation-has net 
been decided” upon as yet. The “original 
idea was té impose 2 land tax, an arrange- 
ment that commends itself to the foreigners 
who havo resided upon the island, but the 
natives strangely cnough faver on export 
tax. Customs imposts will be collected at 
Tloilo in the meantime. e 

Gambling is as absorbing a vice in the 
Philippines as it is in China. Monte is the 
popular card gamo in Negros. Han-iag, a 
sort of pitch and toss, is also played. But- 
cock-fighting is the pastime that appeals 
most to the native mind., ‘Large: sums of 
money change hands ovor the performances 
of favorite birds., 

. The Spanish officials did nothing to en- 
courage education among the natives, but I 
found -a large section of well-educated 
young men, and several planters have sent 
their families ts Hongkong, London and 
Paris to obtaim the advantages of European 
education, President Lacion was educated 
at Madrid University. He studied agricul-_ 
ture, engineering and surveying, and has 
acquired a largo fund of useful information 
from his travels abroad: His dsughters 
were educated in Paris. It is said that the 
percentage of those who cin read aod write 
is higher among the natives than ib is in 
Spain. Private teachers were brought to 
Negros from Manils, but the priests dis- 
couraged this extraneous assistance, ‘ be- 
cause,’ ag one native informant told me, 
“they.swere afraid of losing their influence 
.over the people.’ The same young man 
told me that there were between sixty and 
seventy Spanish priests on the ‘Toland prior 
to the rising in November last, and that in 
the town of Bacolod there were no less 
than thirty-nine priests among the prisoners. 
Not only the natives but the foreigners 
who have lived on the island complain of the 
misconduct of the priests.. Their behaviour 
was very lax, particularly in respect of their 
vows of chastity. Many of these Spanish 
priests kept native women by.whom they 
had large families, By their indecent con- 
duct towards the wives and daughters of 
the natives, rich and poor sliko,. thé

tichly-colnared woud suitable for farnitare 
making. All of these three woods are im- 
parviour to the whito ant, the pest-of the 
Fast. Acacins flourish in great variety. 
A zoologist would say that the fauna is 
limited, but those who have travellad much 
in the interior assure mo that the richness 
ot the island in thia respect ia unknown to 
the scientists, Weld bears, wild buffaloes, 
wild ents, deer {large and small), mon- 
koys, mongoose, ferrets, in 
many apecies abound.  Thero is one very 
booutiful variety of the apotted leopard 
cat—felix Bengalensis.

Alligators infest 
the tlvers,- carrying off larce numbers 
of natives every yen, espreinlly in tho 
north, , There are novera! kinds of iguanas.

THE MORINIZATION OF TH 
GARRISON - 
: THE VOLUNTERRS 48 MARINES. 

Tho troopaof the garrison have beon kept 
actively engaged nince the arrival in the 
Colony of H.E. Major-General Gascoigne, 
O.M.G. During the past week there have 
boon mobilizations and night attacks by the 
regulara, and yontordsy evening the Volun- 
teers were ordered to tske part in the 
mancouvres, The Corps mustered at 
Hoodquarters at @ p.m. Thero was a 
largo parade of both unite, the officers 
present heing Captains Ohapman -and 
Saundera, Lieutenants Macdonald, Slade, 
Maitland and Fullerton. The Corps 
marched down -to the Wardley Street 
Wharf, and embarked on the Royal. kn- 
gineors’ steam-launch Solent, The Solent 
aterined down tho ehannel to o position 
behind Green Island, where reverst steam 
launches had congregated. The Volunteors 
co-operated with a hody of Royal Engineers 
and 9 uaval detachment in (wa torpedo heats 
in an attack upon the forts at Stonecutters. 
For tho time being our citizen soldiers 
were turned into marines of the attacking 
force. They were armed with carbines 
and blank ammunition. An attack on 
Bolcher’s fort was to be made by the 
regulars simultaneously with the attack on 
Stonecutters. In the ehadow of Green 
Tsland, a landing party composed of a large 
prportion of the membera of the Field 
Battery and a detachmant of Royal Engin- 
eora embarked in two boats and pulted away 
{n the darkness in tho direction of Laichi- 
kuk, Ths Machine Gon Company and a 
munber of the Field Battory ware tranafer- 
red to another luunch, and steamed up the 
“cantral clibriné! of tho harbour, Tho eloe- 
trio flikh light from Delehers soon picked 
ap the launch, and a heavy onnnonade com- 
monesd, Tho bold marines appeared, how: 
ever, to pass unseathed through the ‘mur. 


detour’ fire, and tho launch ateamed In 
esutiously to the south shore of Stonceut- 
tera to a position behind some largo rocks. 
Parties were landed with sealing ladders, 
and they had just sought shelter in the 
bush, whon a well-directed volley showed 
that they had been discovered by tho de- 
fenders, a portion of the Hongkong Regi- 
ment. Confusion seemed to have struck 
the ranks of the marines, and they com- 
menced firing wildly into the bush. The 
reality of the affair was spoiled by the ap 
penrance of an officer of the Hongkong 
Regiment, who exclaimed—t Oh, this is all 
rot. What are you fellows firing’ at? You 
can’t see,’ True enough the marines had 
béen utterly demoralisced by tho sudden- 
ness of the attack of the defending party, 
and were potting aw y without any object 
or reason. But they were not to bo re- 
pulsed until they were satisfied that they 
were defeited,; and ‘an ‘officer cried out, 
‘How many men have you got there ?' 
‘T've got half a company,’ yelled the re- 
guler officer; ‘it’s ne use, you must re- 
treat.’ And retreat they did. They must 
assuredly all have been killed, but a 
marine takes.a- lot of killing, and they 
wore all safely cmbarked on tho launch. 
The launch proceeded round to the east 
Lynde, the sentries of the defenders hav- 
ing some fine pot shots the while. An 
attempt was made to land another party, 
but just as the shore was reached a rocket 
was fired signifying the close of the man- 
ceusrea. ‘The Inunch then steamed to 


Stonecutter’s East and the men were trans- 
ferred to the Solent. - ; 

The detachments of the -Field Battery 
arcived shortly afterwards and embarked 
on the Solent.” According to reports, they 
had one and all covered themselves with 
glory, A long pull had taken them to the 
Chirfase Bease-and they had crept along un- 
observed..

LIOTURE BEFORS THE ODD VOLUMES FOCIRTY. 

‘Yontorday afternoon, Mr Granville Sharp

Mr Sharp remarked that the sulijeat he 
had chosen was not tho mast cheerful or 
lively, but it doalt with a very important 
matter, Cremation war of vory anolont 
origin and vory genoral eatly use. Burial 
had somehow taken its placo, Why thty 


snow not, unless from destruction of fureats 
and scarcity of wood, or possibly from 
painful associations with fire, as the 
figures employed to represent the suffer- 
ing state, at last, of the impenitent? 
A reaction against burial began half o 
century ago, upon the revulution of the 
horrors of metropolitan Church-yards. 
Continuing he said—Twenty-five yoars ago 
Dr (now Sir Henry) Thompson, on return- 
ing from: a continental tour, drew attention 
to the subject of cremation, ss practised in 
Traly ; and any progross which has taken 
p'aco in popular opinion upon this matter is 
Isrgely due to his influence and writings. 
Its sanitary importanco isinealeulable, but 
like all other changes of cuatoms, long 
established, that from burial to cremation 


has heen and must he slow. There are the 
tenderost feelings surrounding the prave in 
the quiet Church-yard, tha family vault 
under the weeping willow. A place 
gonoral’'y undisturbed for a long course 
of years, and religiously visited by ro 
turning wandorers from distant lands. 
There, in the deap shade and retirement of 
the word, was Rachel's grave ; and thera, 
the Patriarch exclaims, {IT buried Leah !’ 
Wo must, however, hear in mind that this 
was the Pastom] poriad. People then lived 
in tanta, and not in straets of ton-storied 
houses, They were families and tribes 
only, making their homes in tho wild prai: 
ties, not city folk, of five snillions together, 
where on may walk for milea without soo- 
ing a blade of gross, It ds these cnermous 
aggregations of humantty which invest the 
question of the disposal of the dead with 
an importance which it would not othorwiso 
possess Evan in thia little, but rapidly in 
evoasing, city of Hongkong, itis high time 
that wo deyoted ourselvea to tho consider: 
ation of this subject. Wo have a popula< 
tion of 280,000 souls, Of these some 2 per 
cont, of less die avery year, or say about 
5,000. Those who understand auch matters 
tell us that it takes about half century 
for a corpse, buried under the uaual condi- 
tions, to be entirely resolved into. its 
original elements. 5,000 by 60=250,000 ; 
and this.number, according to the 

tion just. mentioned, wa may consider as 
now rapidly accumulating as our population 
inerea! A quarter of a million of 
corpses, in al] stnges of deeny. These al! 
lie quiet, but they are by no means inert. 
The British, as well as the Chinese idea ap- 
peats to be to preserve these treasures, and, 
as in the cnso of some other gnthorings; we 
may discover that true wisdom lies in. dis- 
tribution rather than accumulation.”

In 
respect to the treatment of the dead we are 
behind the civilization of India and Japan, 
whilst every European nation is in advance 
of us. 

1 have respectfully ventured to charge 
the English people with being irapatient of 
instruction. Is not this the experience of 
most travellers on returning to our beloved 
native land? We are reminded by the 
supreme event, which wa this weck cele- 
brate, that it is possible for individuals and 
peoples-to be blinded to the perception of 
the truth, which God only reveals to those 
of teachable disposition, whilst it is hid- 
den from the eyes of others.
